This, it appeared, was worse than the supreme 
sacrifice. Take life, itself, if need he, but apace the

The aituation does not call for san asm, however. 
It calls for honest thinking, keeping In mind all 
those Americans who arn fighting, learning how to 
fight, rotting In Japanese prison camps and sleep­ 
ing in warriors’ graves. They gave, tip their cars 
and all the other comforts of civilian life because 
the government said it was necessary. Tho people 
who stayed at home said It was necessary, too. 
At first, the fighting men doubted It. That was 
when all of us began to worry about their morale. 
Then war exploded, anil everybody was glad that 
America was at I ca si partly ready to fight back. No 
sacrifice was too great, the parlor patriots said. The 
men who were going to do the sacrificing said the 
©ame thing. That was unity. 
Unity was Important because 
the Axis hadn't 
thought it was possible. Americans were supposed 
■to be soft— close to rotten as far as being worth two 
whoops In a blowdown was concerned. The Axis 
still thinks so. Th© Axis might be right. That’s 
what the war's about. 
The soldiers, sailors, aviators find marines have 
•been holding up their end. They’ve been doing 
what the government 
said 
they should do—and 
doing It extremely well. They have gone to outposts 
and waited for the enemy to try to blast them out. 
They 
have hiked

Mosby’s Rangers 


During Civil War They Proved The 


Possibilities Of Tactics Now Being 


Used By British Commandos

T 
H E British Commandos, whose daring exploits 
figure frequently in the news these days, ar© 
merely a modern version of the south's raiders of 
the Civil war, small bodies of horsemen who moved 
fast, struck suddenly, then quickly disappeared. . 
They often 
rode 
by 
night, 
their 
horses’ feet, 
muffled In sacking, and they depended largely on 
soeed of movement and the element of'surprise for 
their successes just as the Commandos do today. 
The latter name comes from the Boer war when it. 
was applied to the Boer irregulars, or guerrillas, who 
made life miserable for British troops in South 
Africa. 
Some of the raiding hands of the C on federal 
also were c a lili guerrillas bv the nothemef* and 
in fact, that may have been tho first time the fprm 
ever was employed to describe what Webster define* 
as “ one who encages in irregular warfare in Conner­ 
ton with a regular war. especially as a member of 
a predatory band.” The word stems from the Spanish 
"guerilla ’. 


In short, a guerrilla during the C :vi! war was an 
independent fighter, holding no allegiance to any 
definite m ilitary command and probably not always 
predatory, hut the name fell into disrepute because 
of the bloodthirsty action of some of the indepen­ 
dent. Due of them. Quantrill. left a trail of fire 
and blood through 
Missouri and 
Kansas, sacking 
Lawrence in the latter s t a t e ami killing lit) citizens- 
and wounding 24. 


RHM Quantrill's hand ca Die the Jam es boys and 
other out-and-out bandits of later years. The 
north had sim ilarly desperate guerrilla crews, hut 
these raider* are not to he confused with the south's 
forerunners of the Commandos who were known as 
Partisan Rangers and were fine soldiers, though 
irregulars. They were commanded by some of the 
great m ilitary geniuses of this nation’s history. In­ 
cluding Turner Ashby, John TU Morgan and John S. 
Meshy. These were brilliant and fearless leaders in 
“ the lost cause." 
They led their Irregulars in daring dashes on lh© 
rear and flanks of th© federal armies, swooping 
down suddenly on outposts and supply trains and 
keeping the Union soldiers In a continual dither. 
Their capture of tons of provisions and munitions 
kept the Confederate armies going. Ashby and Mor­ 
gan were killed during the war but 
Mosby kept 
on fighting even after Lee surrendered to Grant at 
Appomatox. 
Mosby was a lawyer at Bristol Washington county. 
Louisiana, when the war broke out. He served a 
while under Joe Johnston in the Shenandoah and 
then Gen. J. E 
B. Stuart appointed nim an inde­ 
pendent scout. He mustered around him a band of 
reckless men and proceeded to make history. H© 
performed the most fabulous exploits. He raptured 
Stoughton 
of Fairfax 
Courthouse far 
inside 
the 
federal lines.

O SB Y harassed the flank of the Union army 
moving south after Gettysburg He worried the 
rear of Grant's army a« it advanced on Fredericks­ 
burg.

When he planned a foray, he would have his 
lieutenants take word to farmers who had been 
enlisted in the Rangers aud were subject to call, 
to regular cavalrymen home on furlough and troop­ 
ers looking for fresh horses, and they would meet 
him at an appointed spot. They were volunteers and 
never knew in advance where they 
w e r e 
going. 
They just knew they were going with Mosby. That 
was enough.
